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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Referring to 
claims 1-8, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest generating a computerized 
operation model that mimics a reproducible operation procedure that occurs during said 
interaction of said technical system with said at least one of said patients at said 
medical facility and operating said technical system of said medical facility according to 
said operation model while using said new software system, during a non-normal usage 
time of non-interaction with patients of said medical facility, in the scope and context of 
claim 1 . And further in view of Applicant's remarks, particularly page 8, "In the case of 
yet-to-be-installed new software, it is not positively known whether the new software can 
be operated without presenting a risk to the patient, and therefore in accordance with 
the present invention the same technical facility that was previously operated with the 
existing software is subsequently operated, without any interaction with a patient, in 
order to test the new software, by operating the system using the operation model that 
was generated while a patient was present."
